REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
amendment filed 4/9/2009 overcomes the rejections of record. See the office action of 
12/9/2008, pages 4-6, for a discussion of the allowable subject matter. In addition, it is 
noted that no requirement for deposit was made for claims 7 and 18 which recite 
specific promoters, because these promoters are known and available in the prior art. 
See Kidokoro et al (Microbes and Infection 4:1035-1044, 2002), particularly the 
abstract, and Jin et al (Archives of Virology 138:315-330, 1994), which describes the 
construction of these promoters and is cited by Kidokoro et al. 

Although the claim syntax is complex, the claims are sufficiently clearly drawn to 
a vaccinia virus, which is generated from strain LC16, LCm8, or LCmO, which is 
mutated in the B5R gene so that it produces no normally-functioning B5R products, and 
the mutation in the B5R gene is difficult to reverse. A nonfunctional part of the B5R 
product can remain, or the B5R product can be wholly removed.
